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This publication is one of s series containing statistics on the waterborne commerce of the United States during the calender year 1980. Pour of- 
these publications preseat detailed data on the aovements of commodities and vessels at the ports end harbora and on the waterways and canals of the 
United Stetes, the Commomvealth of Puerto Rico, aad the Virgin Islands, and the fifth conteine summary deta of the country as a whole. The numbers 
of the publications end the sreas covered are:

Boch the foreign and domestic commerce of the United Stetes by water are included. Data on the foreign commerce vere supplied to the Corps of En- 
gineers by the Bureau of the Census; data for the compilation of che domestic statistics were collected by the several offices of the Corps of Engi- 
aeere, Department of the Arny, in compliance with various ects of Congress. The principal provision governing the collection of these data is included 
in the River and Harbor Act of September 22, 1922: 


Sec. 11. That owere, agents, aasters, and clerks of vessele end other craft plying upon the navigable waters of the United States, end all indivi- 
duals end corporations engaged in transporting their own goods upon the navigable waters of the United States, shall furnish such statements relative 
to vessels, passengers, freight end tonmage a6 may be required by the Secretary of War: Provided, that this provision shall not apply to those rafting 
logs, except upon a direct request upon the owner to furnish specific informetioa. 

That every person or persons offending against the provisions of thie section shall, for each and every offense, be lisble to a fine of $100 or ia- 
Prisomment sot exceediag two months, to be enforced in any district court in the United States vichin whose territorial jurisdiction such offense may 
have been committed. 


While the information as now collected end compiled is designed to meet the administrative requirements of the Department of the Aray in connection 
with che duties assigned by Congress, it aleo provides useful data for other governmental departments, commercial end shipping concerns, end others in- 
terested in transportation. 

Waterborne traffic movements were reported to the Corpse of Engineere by all vessel operators of record on prescribed forme approved by the Office of 
Management and Budget under the Federal Reporte Act of 1942 for those movements of their vessels vhich were classified as domestic traffic; namely, be- 
tween United States ports, continental end soncontiguous, and on the inlend rivers, canals, and connecting channels of the United States, Puerto Rico, 
end the Virgin Islands, excluding the Panama Canal. The reports were generally submitted on the basis of a vessel movement completed in one direction 
aad, for movewents with cargo, the origin end destination of the wster transportation of each individuel commodity. In compiling the date, the entire 
moveguat was included in the year ia which the acvesent was completed even though rhe shipment may have originated in the preceding year, except that, 
Seginning with calendar year 1961 statistics, a cutoff date of 28 February was established for the proceseing of reports from vessel operators covering 
the pricr year's completed movements. Hence, reports of movements completed in 1990 but not reported to the Corps of Engineers until efter 28 February 
1961 will be included in the next year's, 1981, statistics rather chan in this publicetion, while reporte of movements completed in 1979 but reported 
to the Corpe efter 26 Pebruary 1900 are included in this publication. 

Sponsored by the Office of Statistical Policy, Office of Management and Budget, @ uniform system of classification for freight was developed with co~ 
operation of all Federal agencies engaged ia collecting and compiling data on shipping. This clessification, the Commodity Classification for Domestic 
Waterborne Commerce, ie used for data on the foreign end domestic commerce presented in these publications, although eome minor modifications exist in 
the foreign deta which were necesaiteted by Bureau of the Census policies and procedures. 

The domestic traffic includes 011 commercial movements between points in the United States, Puerto Rico, and the Virgin Islands. Traffic with the 
Penane Canal Zone is treated as foreign commerce. Cargo soved for the militery agencies in commercial vessels is reported as ordinary comercial cargo; 
milicary cargo moved in Department of Defense veseele is omitted frow these statistics. 

All aovemests between the United States and foreign countries and between Puerto Rico end Virgin Ielends, U.S.A., and foreign countries are classt- 
— as foreign traffic. Trade between United States territories and possessions, i.e. Guam, Wake, American Samoa, etc., end foreign countries is 

edad. 

These data are furnished to the Corps of Engineers by the Bureau of the Cenaus under a working errangewent sponsored by the Office of Statistical 
Policy, Office of Menegement and Budget. The data are confined to movemente by water, and are reconcilable with published reports of the Bureau of the 
Ceneus. Shipwente of domestic merchandice and re-exportes of foreign eerchandise are termed exports. The iaports include inbound serchandise for direct 
consumption end entries into custom bonded etorage and menufacturing warehouses. Intransit merchandise, defined by the Bureau of the Census as werchan- 
dise coming into the United States from s foreign country and shipped to a foreign country without having been entered as an import, is treated as an in 
port vhen unloaded from « vessel end as en sxport when loaded on a vessel. Export shipments for use of the United States Armed Forces abroad are ex- 
cluded from the statistics as are import shipments on Department of Defense owned and operated vessels. Foreign trade data of territories and possese- 
fons other thea Puerto Rico end the Virgin Islends, which are under the jurisdiction of the Department of the Interior, were not furnished to the Corps 
of Engineers by the Bureau of the Ceneus and sre excluded from the statistics of both agencies. | 

Suport shipeents under the various foreign aid programe on Department of Defense operated vessels, either American Flag commercial vessels under tine, 
voyage, or space charter or veseele owned end operated by the Department of Defense, and various items (listed by the Census) which affect national se- 
curity are not published in taras of the individual commodities shipped. Instead, a lump-sum tonnage figure 1s compiled and appears in these tables as 
commodity code 9999, “Department of Defense controlled cargo and Special Category Itene.” 

The 1900 etatierics on waterborne exports of domestic end foreign merchandise and non-Department of Defense shipmente of Special Category commodities 
reflect fully compiled data for shipaents to Canada individually valued at $2,000 end over combined with estimated data for shipsents valued $251~$1,999, 
besed on a 10-percent sample of such shipaents. For countries other then Canada, the export statistics reflect fully compiled deta for shipments valued 
$1,000 and over combined with estinated data for shipmente valued $251-$999, based on a 50-percent sample of euch shipments. Deta on export shipments 
valued under $251 are excluded from this report. 

Inport statietice for 1960 exclude data on shipments valued $250 and under reported on both formal end informal entries. Informal entries generally 
contain items valued not more then $250. 

Foreign trede data furnished by Census are besed on reports processed for Ceneus’ monthly date January through December and represent statistical year 
rather than calender year data. 

Combination of the net domestic traffic (originating commodity movements) with the foreign traffic (isporte and exports) provides the net totel tons 
of che waterborne commerce of the United Ststes. In summarising the domestic commerce to obtain the net leding of rail cars soved on cat-ferries; car 
@° on general gerries; Covermuent aaterials moved by vater in conection with waterway improvements and maintenance; and coal and petrolews products 
loaded from chore facilities directly tato bunkers of vessele for fuel were excluded. (There are certain, so-called car-ferry operations which are not 
considered in the ferry category; rail-car carriere on the Great Lekes which operate under Part III of the Interstate Commerce Ace; end ratl-car carriers 
between points in the contiguous 48 States or in Canada on the one head end Alesks on the other.) 

For Parte 1 through 4, ead Section 1 of Fart 5, ton-wileage dats ate computed by the Corps of Ragineere to reflect movements on rivers, ialend vater- 
ways, end vaters of the Creat Lakes Systen only. Cargoes of deep-sea veseele-cbth in the foreign and domestic trades-are included only for that portion 
of the voyage thet occurred on talend rivers, cenals, or conmecting channels. Thus, for s movement of commodities fron Boston, Massachveetts, to New 
Orleans, Louisiana, ton-uiles are computed for the haul on the Cape Cod Cenal-if this cansl wee transited during the trip-end for the hewl on the Mis-

SECTION 2 of thie publication presents on am area-to-ares basis the tonnages of priacipal commodities transported by vessels in the domestic inland 
waterway trade of the United States. Por each commodity, the totel for the United States (total of all shipping sress), the total shipped from each 
shipping area, and the cotal from éech shipping ares to each receiving erea (destination) are shown in the tables. The origin end destination areas are 
defined in terme of waterways, incorporating minor tributaries, and in some instances, major ports, vhtch sre ect susceptible to iaclusion in a single 
wetervey. The ares designations are designed to avoid disclosure of individual company operations. 

These data cover those movements confined to the inland waterways aad between the inland waterways end United States porte on the Crest Lakes, they 
combine the totals of iaternal end locel types of traffic ss defined above. Collectively, the selected commodities included account for 75.7 percent of 
the total domestic inland traffic. 

SECTION 3 presents the performance of the weter carrier industry in terns of ton-miles on a type of service basis and provides detailed data on types 
of traffic and commodities transported in the domestic trades, aleo in terme of ton-miles during 1980. Water carriage ton-wiles were first compiled end 
published for 1962. Mowever, somewhat comparable data vere released for 1961. The 1961 compilations were made on a carrier (ICC regulated and exempt) 
basis rather thea by type of service; regulated carriers mey engage im gore then one type of service. 

Preparation and publication of theese data weve spensored by the Office of Statistical Policy, Office of Management and Budget, in response to numerous 
vequests received from congressional, federal aad private agencies. 

Ton ailes were computed by the Corpse of Engineers based on origin/destination of commodity tonnages reported by vessel operstors on Office of Manage- 
ment and Budget approved ENG Form 3925 and related forme; these forms were submitted to the Corps for the compilation of port and waterway statistics 
published ia Perce 1 to 5 of “Waterborne Commerce of the United States.” Distrance factors used are in statute miles ead, for the Cosstwise trade, rep- 
resent mileage on the shortest route thet safe asvigation peraite between ports of origin and destination. The factore for this trade were developed fron 
United States Coast and Geodetic Survey's "Distances Between United States Ports” and United States Mevy iydrographic Office's “Table of Distances 
Setween Forts.” For rivers end inland waterways, distance factors were developed from vatervay survey maps and records of the Corpse of Engineers end are 
based on the sctual routes reported by vessel operators on the reporting forme. 

Type of service (carriage) is besed om information supplied by vessel operators on the reporting forms, whcih were modified for the 1962 statistics to 
obtain this information. Categories of service are: (1) Regulated, which is common ead contract carriege subject to economic regulation by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. (2) Exempt, for hire, carriage which is exempt from regulation by the Commission because of specific provisions in Part III, Iater- 
state Commerce Act: (3) Private, which represents the movement of the property of the water carrier in the veesele it operates; this category is also ex- 
empt from regulation by the Comission. 

The commodities are listed in terms of the Commodity Classification for Domestic Waterborne Commerce used in 8l1 5 parte of the Corpse of Engineers’ 
annual pubdlicetion, "Waterborne Commerce of the United States." Types of traffic are also the came as those reported and defined above. Both traffic and 
commodity ton-miles in this section besr a direct relationship to the correspouding tonnages reported in Table 2 of Section 1, consequently, the ton-aile 
data hereia are based on the came February 28 cutoff date veed in the compilation of the tonnage data. 

Total ton-miles for all types of traffic shown in Table 1 of this section are comeiderably higher then the totel show in Teble 6 of Section 1. The 
difference ie entirely in Coastwise traffic, since the total distance, both inland and cceen, wes used in developing data presented in thie section, where- 
as only the inlead portion ie included in tables comprising Section 1. Both of these tables include ton-ailes for the foreign trade of che U.S. in U.S. 
flag as well as foreign flag vessels;however, the computation ie linited to the distance transported om the Great Lakes between the head of the Lakes 
at Duluth/Superior and the international boundary et St. Regis, Quebec, Canada, and on the inlead waterways of the U.S. and the entrance channels to U.8. 
coastal pores; thie foreign traffic is not subject to economic regulation by che Interstate Commerce Commission. 

All totale of both columns and rows, sll averages, and all percentages are based on figures before rounding to thousands. Hence slight differences 
eppear betveen the totals shown in the sum of the rounded figures in colums and rows, in the percentages, and in the everage heuls when compared with 
the quotients derived by dividing the ton-miles by the rounded or unrounded tons shown in either this section or in Section 1.

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Total waterborne commerce of the United Stal enperienced a decrease 
for the first time siece 1975, due primarily co reduced imports. Commerce 
in 1980 amounted to 1.999 billion cons, a decrease of 74.9 million tons or 
3.6 percent below the 1979 coral of 2.076 billion tons. Tom-miles on the 
other hand recorded a significant increase from 931.8 billion ton-wiles in 
1979 co 1,015.6 billion com-miles in 1980, am increase of 64.1 billion 
tom-miles or 9.0 percent. The increase in ton-wiles resuits from the in- 
twise tonnage which is carried long di 
rnal traffic which is moved shorter distanc 
of 15 miliiontons of crude oil moving from Valdes, Alaska, to Panams ac- 
covated for 86 billion coastwise ton-ailes. 


Domestic commerce decreased only 0.3 percent, from the 1.080 billion 
tons recorded for 1979 co 1 O77 billion tons in 1980. Lakewise domestic 
teaffic expurtenced a 19.8 percent decrease from 193.6 miliion tons in 
1979 co 195.1 million tons in 1980. Coastwise trade ({.e. domestic ocean 
movements) incr from 304.7 million tons in 1979 co 329.6 @illion tons 
in 1980, @ gain of 8.2 percent. Internal and local traffic combined (i.e. 
predominantly barge movements between localities om inland waterways and 
within ports) increased from 628.1 million cons in 1979 co 629.2 million 
tons in 1980, an increase of 1.1 milion tous or 0.2 percent. iIntraterri- 
tory traffic decreased from 4.0 aillion tons in 1979 co 3.6 million tons 
in 1980, 


Poreign traffic experienced a decrease of 72.0 million tons or 7.2 
percent, declining from a total of 993.4 million tons in 1979 co 921.6 
million tons in 1980. The 72.0 million con decrease in foreign traffic 
accounted for 96.1 percent of che total waterborne commerce lose of 74.9 
tons recorded in 1980. imports in 1980 cotaled 517.5 million tons ri 
flecting a decrease of 115.5 million tons or 18.2 percent as compsred 
with che 1979 coral of 633.0 million cons.

Exports increased by 
43.5 million cons or 12.0 percent for a total of 603.9 million tons in 
1960 as compared with a total of 360.4 million tons in 1979. Imports 
through coastal ports dec J 105.9 million tons for » 1980 total of 
902.0 million tons where exports through coastal ports increased 47.0 
willion tons for # total of 358,86 million cons for 1980. laports from 
Canadian Creat Lakes ports declined 6.0 million tons or 31.0 percent. Ex- 
ports to Canadian Great Lakes ports declined 0.8 @illion rons or 2.0 per- 
cent. Imports from overs ~ via the Sct. Lawrence Seaway - to Great 
Lakes ports decreased 3.5 million tons and overseas exports also declined 
2.6 militon tons. 


The totel of 406.9 billion ton-miles recorded for the inland water- 
ways in 1980 was comprised of 96.0 billion om the Greac Lekes, 228.9 
billion on the Mississippi River System, and 81.9 billion on the coascal 
waterways. Ton-miles increased 4.6 per 
tem, decreased 4.7 percent on the Atlantic Coast Waterways, decr: 
percent om che Creat Lakes System, increased 5.1 percenc on the Pacific 
Coast Waterways System, and increased 5.8 percent on the Gulf Coast Water- 
ways. 


The decrease in tocal waterborne commerce reflected percentage share 
changes in bastcally two major commodity groups - “petroleum and products" 
with a decrease of 2.2 percent, and “Iron ore end iron & s! iv with a lot 
percent dec « Winor (less chan 1.0 percent) fluctustions occurred on 
other groups as indicated in che cabulacions below. 


foreign commerce reflected a significant percentage share decrease of 
6.2 percent in the “Petroleum and products" group. Conversely, "Cosel and 
coke” experienc. a 3.0 percent incresse and "Crains" experienced a 1.7 
percent incresse. Smal! percentage fluctuations (less than 1.0 percent) 
occurred in all other foreign commerce group classifications. Domestic 
commerce regiscered percentage abare decreases of 1.8 percent fa the “fron 
ore and tron a stees" and 1.2 percent in che "Grains commodity classi- 
ficacion. The “Petroluem and product” classification increased 1.7 per- 
cent. All ether domestic commodity group classifications showed small 
percentage fluctuations. 


tn 1980 the proportion of the total domestic waterborne cargo moved in 
barges (non-self propelled vessels) was 61.9 gercent. Since L971 barges 
have consistently carried in excess of 60 percent of domestic waterborne 
traffic. In 1960 barges carried 22.8 percent of the cocal coastwise 
commerce, an increase of 1.8 percent over 1979. The percentage of Lake- 
wiee barge traffic to total Lakewise commerce was 4.7 percent an increase 
of 1.4 percent. Barged commerce comprised 93.5 percent of the total in- 
ternal traffic, a loss of 0.4 percent. Eighty-eight and one half percent 
of cotal Local traffic was barge movements, a 1.0 percent increase from 
1979, Intraterritory barge traffic decreased 0.4 percent and consisted of 
93.9 percent of cotal Intraterritory traffic. Total barge traffic, in 
1980, amounted to 667.2 million cons of the toral 1,077.5 billion cons of 
all domestic commerce.
